GEN. SIR SAN HUGHES 


DIED EARLY TODAY 


Prominent in War Activities 


Leader in Organizing Cana- 


dian Forcei 


Windsor, Oct., Aug. 24 — Sir Sam 


Hughes, former Canadian Minister of 
the Munitions, died at his home here 
early this morning. 


As Minister of Munitions for Can- 
ada during part of the World war, 
Qpneri.1 Sir Sam Hughes became one 
of the leading figures who helped 
to make that 'Dominion a potent and 
etfectlve unit of > the- military forces 
o£ the British Empire .. in ^the great 
conflict.

He wa^ appointed ^Minister with 


the rank of Major 'General- soon after 
the beginning of, the war ''and there- 
after devoted his "energies to turning 
over Canada's "resources in men and 
supplies! to itor -winning of the ulti- 
mate victory, .In 1916 Sir Sam went 
to Europe where he made a. tour of 
the sectors occupied by Canadian 
troops and was created a Kmght 
Commander of the Order of Bath by 
King Geowpfs....- .„ „.._ Wl

His resignation ,from the office of, 


Minister of Munitions at the request 
of Sir Hobert Borden, Prime Mlni«ter, 
followed long-continued friction with 
his colleagues. An Investigation, con- 
ducted at Sip Sam's request, Into 
charges that had made profits from 


contracts, completely exoner- 
ated him. 


To lessen Canadian IOUDCS In the 


war and to promote greater efficiency. 
Sir Bam at one tlmej proposed a. Can- 
adian War Council organized in Eng- 
land with a- deputy Minister of Mil- 
ltltt at its head.

affiliation between Canada and the 
British Empire, and. In many years 
before the World war, visited New

CAN FEED HER OWN PEOPLE. 
Btanlalaw Aret. Polish commisston- 
er to the United States, with offices in 
N»w York, has Issued the following 
statement la reference to Polad's l»il 
food resource*: 
"Poland this year h.a« produced a 
(rain crop sufficient to meet the need* 
of the Polish people. 
This will re- 
lieve the Polish government of the 
necessity of Importing- cereal foods for 
distribution smong the Polish popula- 
tion. The harvest of the spring arid 
Hummer grain has now been completed 
-with th» result that for the flrst time 
since the outbreak of the World "War, 
Poland has enough grain to feed her 
own. people. There will le no surplus. 
but a. bare sufficiency. It is as yet too 
early to predict with, accuracy the ex- 
tent of the potato crop" 
It la recalled that the Polish gram 
crop of last year damaged to a great 
extent by the Bolshevist invasion in 
July and August* In the midst of the 
harvest. Had It not been for this loss, 
Poland would have been almost self- 
supporting aa to cereal foods In 1920. 
Normally an exporter of grnlno, Po- 
land did not this year posses sufficient 
agricultural equipment to utitlio all 
the land, but 
constantly increasing 
areas are being cultivated. Premier 
Wltos recently stated that "tho In- 
crease in. the cultivated urea In 1921, 
as compared with 1S29 amount alto- 
gether 
to 
1,684,890 acres (687,000 


hectars)."

Latent tuberculosis may manifest jt- 


elf in many ways besides frankly tu- 
erculosis, scrofula, rickets, enlarged 
ousils, catarrh, oar infection 
and 


many other things. Not all of these 
are tuberculosis in nature but many 
ind every parent should watch for 
first signs of lit health in their child- 
en.

The rural pastor has often been 


branded with a stigma of Inferiority. 
He has been either a novlcs or a 
failure. Too country cimrge has been 
the first step up or the last step down 
for many years but this does not con- 
tinue at the present time. 


The speaker pointed out the points 
that could be played by the church 
and community. A short course In ag- 
riculture which would train rural pas- 
tors t Igu rod in some of the other sub- 
jecs of the talk at the Theological 
Seminary in "The Problem la a Charge 
to Ijeadcrstiip."
